David Priemer is like a hunter tracking his 
prey when he goes to the grocery store. 

He passes through the maze of celery and 
carrots, through the rows of lettuce and 
cabbage and heads straight for the meat 
section to get his fix of beef His favorite 
purchase? A Porterhouse steak. 

“I can look at a raw steak in the super- 
market and my mouth will start watering,” 
said Priemer, 20, of Little Italy 

You might call Priemer the anti-vegetar- 
ian: His diet consists of lots of meat, very 
few vegetables and not much else. He calls 
himself a meatatarian, an unofficial term 
that has picked up pop culture street cred 
ever since Wendy’s used it in viral marketing 
and TV campaigns for its Baconator sand- 
wich last year. 

Priemer and his beefed-up diet belong 
to a unique group. Only 2 percent of the 
nation’s population doesn’t eat fruits and 
vegetables, according to a study conducted 
by Harry Balzer, vice president of research 
firm The NPD Group. 

Other hard data on the meat-heavy life- 
style is difficult to nail down, but the idea 
gained momentum over the summer when 
Miami Heat guard Dwayne Wade— an 
Olympian and NBA MVP— told the 
Washington Post he doesn’t eat vegetables. 
Or seafood, for that matter. 

“People seem to accept vegetarians now 
more than they did when that movement 
first started,” said Ed Huels, 25, of Homer 
Glen, founder of one of several meatatar- 
ian groups on Facebook. “I think meatatar- 
ians will one day be accepted the same way 
{vegetarians} are.” 

If Chicago is any indication, there are 
plenty of folks— primarily men— who say 
they’re A-OK with holding the salad when 
it comes to ordering entrees. RedEye was 
unable to reach females who identified 
themselves as meatatarians. 

While the meat-heavy eating regimen 
can spur a laugh or two, Huels said, it is 
other dietary choices that puzzle the 
meatatarians who spoke to RedEye. 

“I don’t know how anyone can look 
at celery and think that is a meal,” said 
Priemer, who says he has been eating this 
way for as long as he can remember. “I 


M mm ... tasty 

What meat do Americans eat the most? 
The Food and Drug Administration doesn’t 
track those trends specifically, but another 
indicator-called food availability-gives 
an indication of what we, on average, are 
consuming more or less of over time.

wouldn’t call it a meal without meat being 
there.” 

He says he likes the variety available in 
the meat section. 

“I have eaten all sorts of different 
meats— alligator, boar, caribou, elk, deer, 
and of course, chicken and beef You name 
it and I’ve had it.” 

But a meat-heavy diet isn’t as savory as it 
might sound to some, according to health 
experts who spoke with RedEye. 

‘A meatatarian is slowly harming his or 
her body,” said Jennifer Vimbor, a regis- 
tered dietitian and founder of Nutrition 
Counseling Services in Chicago. “Studies 
show the increased intake of meat may be 
linked to a higher rate of heart disease, some 
cancers and gastrointestinal disorders, as 
well as other ailments.” 

Huels, a pharmacy student at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago, knows 
his Peppercorn Kobe burgers and chili 
dogs pose certain health risks, so he 
attempts to eat some lean meat, 
such as turkey, and cut snacks 
such as Doritos out of his 
diet, he said. 

“Let’s put it this 
way,” Huels said, 

“I’m average weight 
for my height. I try 


to exercise regularly and two years ago I 
found out I had high cholesterol. I try to 
cut fat out of my diet in other ways.” 

And he does eat vegetables— occasionally 

“I will eat a few vegetables, like pickles 
and onions on a burger, but they are more 
flavor crystals than vegetables,” Huels said. 
“That is it though.” 

Those looking for meat offerings in 
Chicago have no shortage of options. The 
city’s dining scene is a playground for meat- 
loving, anti-vegetable patrons with a land- 
scape of steakhouses, burger joints and hot- 
dog shops that can put meat lovers’ taste 
buds into overdrive. 

Scott Anderson started eating more 
meat when he moved to Chicago from 
Minneapolis two and a half years ago, 
he said. The Little Italy resident, 24, 
estimates that only 25 percent of his 
current diet consists of non-meat 
products. 

Anderson said he feels it is 
better to live in the moment 
than worry about the health- 
iness of every decision. 

“My biggest chal- 
lenge as a meatatar- 
ian is to find a food 
that bacon doesn’t 
enhance,” he 
said. “So far, 

I have had

The scene: Some weekend mornings, 
you just don’t want to leave the house. 
Forget the world outside. %u’ve got 
your Snuggie, your cup of coffee and an 
episode of “Lost” waiting 
for you on the DVR. 

But life intervenes. 

'You’ve made plans to meet 
friends or you’re out of milk 
or you have to pick up the 
dry cleaning anyway, so 
why not just get on with 
it? This is when you 
need the Flower Flat. 

Part flower shop, part 
cafe and loo percent what 
your aunt’s summer house in 'Wisconsin 
might look like if she dropped a few 
hundred fresh flowers into the foyer, 
breakfast here is not so different from 
breakfast in your own home. 

Located at garden level on a mostly 
residential stretch of Addison Street, the 
14-seat spot has enough quirky charm 
to appeal to everyone. Even if you’re 
not into pastels and hanging ceramic 


plates on your walls, surely you can get 
on board with the original 1933 “King 
Kong,” which was playing on a TV in the 
corner when we visited. 

The cuisine: The difference between 
the Flower Flat and your 
house, of course, is that you’re 
not cooking— owner Betsy 
Mikelson takes care of that. 
Though the Flower Flat 
has been around for nearly 
two decades, Mikelson just 
bought the place last year. 

She relaunched the cafe 
menu about five months ago, 
replacing everything and add- 
ing her own flair. 

Lest you forget you’re next door to 
a flower shop, every dish is associated 
with a flower or plant. The subtly spiced 
waffles ($6.50) are tagged “hydrangea,” 
which represents perseverance (a tribute 
to the kitchen’s stubborn waffle maker), 
while a serving of granola, fresh fruit and 
yogurt ($4.50) is associated with the yar- 
row, a plant that conveys good health. 

Some dishes, like the smoked salmon

The 14 tracks of “Noble Beast” are more airy and 
approachable than the preceding album. Though just as 
heady and surprising as ‘Armchair Apocrypha,” “Noble 
Beast” only lacks for a standout song that begs for atten- 
tion. 

There’s plenty of delights here in a series of songs that 
often start slow, then change directions midstream into 
something completely different, as if Bird has so many 
ideas he can’t use them all. 

Opening track “Oh No,” the album’s first single, offers 
a clean, sunny-day melody “Masterswarm” finds Bird in an 
impressionistic mood with a buzzing vibrato in his voice 
and an anxious guitar line that eventually turns whimsical. 

A hypnotic opening bleeds into earnestness with a har- 
monic chorus and rusty fiddle in “Effigy,” while the boun- 
cy pluck of “Tenuousness” evolves into a fragile gallop.

name] comes to life.” “Inkheart” is based on 
the 2004 book by Cornelia Funke, who has

The verdict: “Inkheart” has no laughs, no 
thrills and no opportunity to get lost in the 
adventure. (The crocodile from “Peter Pan” 
makes a cameo and doesn’t eat anyone!)

»1 lemon 

»1 sugar cube 

» 2 tablespoons cassis 

» 2 tablespoons St-Germain elderflower 

liqueur 

»1 large block of ice* 

»1 (750 milliliter) bottle of rose Champagne 
» Raspberries and blackberries for garnish 


Using a vegetable peeler, peel the lemon in 
lengthwise strips, avoiding the white pith. 
Reserve the fruit for another use. Place the 
lemon peel in a sturdy bowl and muddle with 
the sugar cube until the peels release their oil 
and the sugar becomes moist and fragrant. 

In a shaker without ice, shake the lemon peel, 
sugar, cassis and elderflower liqueur. Strain 
into a chilled punch bowl over a large block of 
ice that has been frozen with raspberries and 
blackberries in it. Add the Champagne and 
garnish with raspberries and blackberries. 

*For a large block of ice, pour simmering water 
into a heat-proof container that fits into your 
punch bowl and freeze.

VATICAN CITY Pope Benedict XVI joined 
President Obama and Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth II on Friday by launching his own 
'YouTube channel, the latest Vatican effort to 
reach out to the digital generation. 

The Vatican said it was launching the chan- 
nel to broaden Benedict’s audience while also 
giving the Holy See better control over the 
papal image online. 

In his inaugural foray, Benedict welcomed 
viewers to this “great family that knows no 
borders” and said he hoped they would “feel 
involved in this great dialogue of truth.” 

The site, youtube.com/vaticanit, was 
launched the same day the pontiff praised as 
a “gift to humanity” the benefits of social net- 
working sites such as Facebook and MySpace 
in forging friendships and understanding. 



Obama reverses 
abortion policy 


WASHINGTON President Obama has signed 
an executive order ending the ban on federal 
funds for international groups that perform 
abortions or provide information on the 
option. 

Liberal groups welcomed the decision 
while abortion rights foes criticized the presi- 
dent. Known as the “Mexico City policy,” the 
ban has been reinstated and then reversed by 
Republican and Democratic presidents since 
GOP President Ronald Reagan established 
it in 1984. Democrat Bill Clinton ended the 
ban in 1993, but Republican George 'W Bush 
re-instituted it in 2001 as one of his first acts 
in office. 

Obama signed it quietly, without coverage 
by the media, late on Friday afternoon, a con- 
trast to the midday signings with fanfare of 
executive orders on other subjects earlier in 
the week.

G-ROD 
COMPARES 
TRIAL TO 
COWBOY 
JUSTICE 



Gov Blagojevich on Friday likened his Monday impeachment trial to a 
“hanging” of the 12 million people of Illinois, as a federal judge ordered 
that four undercover recordings from the criminal investigation of the 
governor be released to the state Fegislature. 

The governor used an Old West analogy, 
citing an example where a cowboy stood 
accused of stealing a horse. One accuser 
would suggest hanging the thief while 
another would sarcastically suggest giving 
the thief a fair trial, then hanging him. 

“Under these rules. I’m not getting a fair 
trial. They’re just hanging me,” Blagojevich 
said at the James R. Thompson Center. 

The governor also said he doesn’t plan 
to participate in his Monday impeachment 
trial because “it is a trampling of the con- 
stitution.” 

Blagojevich pleaded with newspaper edi- 
torial boards to lobby in his favor to change 
the rules of the impeachment trial to make them what he says would be 
more fair. In the criminal complaint following his Dec. 9 arrest, federal 
authorities accused Blagojevich of scheming to get Chicago Tribune 
editorial board members fired in return for helping the Cubs baseball 
team, which is owned by Tribune Co., in a deal with the state to buy 
Wrigley Field. 

Blagojevich said the Senate rules effectively don’t allow him to 
call witnesses. The rules do allow Blagojevich to call witnesses, but 
he skipped deadlines to submit his witness wish list. Senators will 
have to vote to approve any witnesses called by the prosecution or 
the defense. 

On Monday, the Illinois Senate is scheduled to start Blagojevich’s 
impeachment trial.

Netbooks eating into notebook saies

The mini-notebook poses a dilemma for 
computer makers. 

Increasingly popular netbooks are too large 
a sales opportunity for most companies to 
ignore. Tet the low price tag that makes them 
such a hit these days means less revenue and 
profit for PC makers than what their full-size 


counterparts produce. 

Many netbooks sell for less than $400, and 
none produce a hefty profit margin. 

Companies, investors and analysts are ask- 
ing: As netbooks get more popular, will cus- 
tomers buy them instead of, or in addition to, 
laptops? 

Computer makers are rooting for the latter 


option, of course. They like the heftier profit 
margins on full-size notebooks, and they’ll 
enjoy them for a while. 

Netbooks accounted for just 7 percent of 
all the portable personal computers shipped 
in the fourth quarter of 2008, according to 
Gartner Inc. and IDC, two research firms. 

But with the smaller models getting more 


popular, analysts expect the cheaper and less- 
profitable machines to eat into mainstream 
laptop sales. IDC expects netbook shipments 
to double this year, to 20 million. 

“There’s definitely some cannibalization 
going on,” said Mika Kitagawa, an analyst 
at Gartner. “But we don’t know the depth 
of it yet.”
